OPENING  STATEMENT  OF  SENATOR  SASSER 

Senator  Sasser.  The  Committee  will  come  to  order. 

Today  the  Committee  on  Governmental  Affairs  is  pleased  to  wel- 
come three  nominees  for  15-year  terms  on  the  Superior  Court  for 
the  District  of  Columbia.  Ms.  Judy  Bartnoff  and  Ms.  Zoe  Alice 
Bush  were  nominated  by  the  President  on  January  28,  1994,  and 
Ms.  Rhonda  Reid  Winston  was  nominated  on  April  11,  1994. 

We  are  pleased  to  have  with  us  this  afternoon  the  distinguished 
Senator  from  Connecticut,  Senator  Lieberman.  We  are  always  de- 
lighted to  see  him,  and  particularly  pleased  to  see  him  here  at  this 
hearing  this  afternoon. 

Senator  Lieberman,  we  would  like  to  hear  from  you  now  if  you 
have  something  you  wish  to  say. 

OPENING  STATEMENT  OF  SENATOR  LIEBERMAN 

Senator  LlEBERMAN.  Thank  you  very  much,  Mr.  Chairman.  You 
have  before  you  three  outstanding  nominees  for  the  court,  two  of 
whom  I  have  just  had  the  honor  of  meeting,  one  of  whom  I  have 
known  for  some  period  of  time  and  about  whom  I  would  like  to  say 
a  few  brief  words,  and  that  is  Judith  Bartnoff,  who  is  a  friend  and 
a  distinguished  lawyer  in  this  community. 

Mr.  Chairman,  just  to  make  sure  that  I  begin  this  on  the  right 
note,  I  do  want  you  to  know  that  before  I  met  Judy  Bartnoff,  she 
was  a  friend  of  my  wife's.  And  so  I  bring  both  the  endorsement  of 
myself  and  my  wife,  and  I  am  sure  that  will  stand  us  in  good  stead. 

Senator  Sasser.  Well,  Senator  Lieberman,  your  endorsement  is 
very  important,  but  it  may  take  second  place  behind  your  wife  in 
this  particular  matter. 

Senator  Lieberman.  Thank  you.  I  had  the  feeling  I  was  starting 
on  a  strong  foot  here.

Judy  Bartnoff  io  a  brilliant,  hard-working,  and  talented  lawyer. 
Her  legal  experiences  are  unusually  broad  and  well  suited  to  the 
variety  of  challenges  that  a  trial  judge  is  hkely  to  encounter. 

For  5  years,  Mr  Chairman,  she  served  as  an  assistant  U.S.  at- 
torney handling  civil  matters  in  the  U.S.  District  Court  and  the 
Court  of  Appeals,  where  she  received  high  marks  for  her  skill  and 
diligence.  For  2  years  before  that,  as  Associate  Deputy  Attorney 
General  in  the  Department  of  Justice,  she  was  the  primary  staff 
person  responsible  for  the  development  of  Federal  standards  for 
prisons  and  jails,  executive  clemency,  and  oversight  of  the  Mar- 
shals Service  and  the  Bureau  of  Prisons,  as  well  as  numerous  other 
matters  concerning  the  Departments  of  State,  Defense,  and  Inte- 
rior. 

Prior  to  that,  she  was  special  assistant  to  the  Assistant  Attorney 
General  in  the  Criminal  Division  where  she  worked  on  criminal 
justice  policy. 

More  recently,  Mr.  Chairman,  Judy  has  been  in  private  prac- 
tice—that is,  for  the  last  9  years— enjoying  a  diverse  litigation 
practice  involving  general  civil,  administrative,  and  regulatory  mat- 
ters. Since  January  of  last  year,  she  has  also  worked  with  the  Of- 
fice of  Independent  Counsel  investigating  the  allegations  that  the 
security  of  State  Department  passport  files  was  breached  during 
the  1992  election. 

But  beyond  the  variety  of  challenging  legal  experiences  in  which 
Judy  Bartnoff  has  excelled,  I  can  testify  to  her  sense  of  balance, 
her  intelligence,  and  her  integrity  beyond  question.  Those  are  the 
qualities  that  will  serve  her  and  all  who  reside  in  the  District  of 
Columbia  well,  and  I  am  privileged  to  endorse  her  heartily  and 
hope  that  you  will  support  her  nomination.  And  in  doing  so,  I  ex- 
press my  appreciation  to  President  Clinton  for  his  good  judgment 
in  putting  her  nomination  and  the  nomination  of  the  other  two  can- 
didates before  you. 

Thank  you  very  much. 

Senator  Sasser.  Thank  you  very  much.  Senator  Lieberman,  and 
we  very  much  appreciate  your  appearing  here  this  evening — this 
afternoon. 

Senator  LiEBERMAN.  It  has  been  a  long  day. 

Senator  Sasser.  It  has  been  a  long  day. 

Senator  LiEBERMAN.  I  have  the  same  feeling  that  you  do,  Mr. 
Chairman. 

Senator  SASSER.  Preceded  by  a  long  week,  I  might  say. 

Senator  LiEBERMAN.  That  is  right. 

Senator  SASSER.  Thank  you  very  much. 

Senator  Lieberman.  Thank  you. 

Senator  Sasser.  I  know  you  have  other  things  to  do,  so  we  will 
excuse  you  now.  Thank  you. 

If  the  three  nominees  would  come  forward  at  this  time? 

We  have  been  joined  here  by  Congressman  Spratt  of  South  Caro- 
lina. Congressman,  if  you  would  just  take  a  seat  there  at  the  end 
of  the  table,  and  perhaps  all  three  of  our  nominees  could  come  for- 
ward and  take  the  other  three  seats,  and  we  will  hear  from  Mr.

Congressman  Spratt,  we  welcome  you  here  this  afternoon,  ana 

we  look  forward  to  hearing  your  comments.  I  understand  that  you

Senator  Sasser.  We  would  be  pleased  to  hear  from  you  at  this 
time. 

TESTIMONY  OF  HON.  JOHN  M.  SPRATT,  JR.,i  REPRESENTATIVE 
IN  CONGRESS  FROM  THE  STATE  OF  SOUTH  CAROLINA 

Mr.  Spratt.  Senator  Sasser,  thank  you  very  much  for  allowing 
me  this  privilege.  We  just  left  the  House  floor  where  we  had  back- 
to-back  votes.  I  am  sorry  to  be  pressed  for  time. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Committee,  I  am  pleased  to 
introduce  to  the  Committee  among  the  panel  sitting  before  you 
Rhonda  Reid  Winston,  who  has  been  nominated  by  President  Clin- 
ton to  be  an  Associate  Judge  of  the  District  of  Columbia  Superior 
Court.  I  am  privileged  because  she  was  once — and  in  a  sense  still 
is — a  constituent  of  mine.  She  comes  from  Cheraw,  South  Carolina, 
my  congressional  district,  and  I  am  honored  to  present  her  to  your 
Committee  for  confirmation  because  her  qualifications  for  this 
judgeship,  in  my  opinion,  are  truly  sterling.  And  I  do  not  exagger- 
ate. 

Rhonda  Reid  Winston  grew  up  and  attended  school  in  Cheraw, 
South  Carolina,  where  her  family  is  well  known  and  widely  re- 
spected. After  she  graduated  from  high  school  at  the  top  of  her 
class,  Rhonda  Reid  Winston  won  a  coveted  Angier  B.  Duke  Scholar- 
ship to  Duke  University,  and  she  graduated  from  Duke  cum  laude 
in  1975.  During  her  undergraduate  years,  she  attended  Oxford 
University  for  summer  study,  and  she  was  a  National  Achievement 
Scholar. 

Following  her  graduation  from  Duke  as  an  undergraduate, 
Rhonda  Rein  Winston  went  on  to  Duke  Law  School,  where  she  was 
president  of  the  Black  American  Law  Students  Association  and 
winner  of  the  Constance  Baker  Motley  Award. 

After  she  graduated  from  Duke  Law  in  1979,  she  began  a  legal 
career  in  the  public  sector,  giving  her  practice  and  experience  that 
endows  her  with  an  extensive  background  in  criminal  law  and  civil 
litigation,  which  will  serve  her  well  as  a  trial  judge  on  the  bench 
of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

The  positions  she  has  held,  if  I  could  briefly  enumerate  them, 
are:  staff  attorney  for  the  Public  Defender  for  the  District  of  Co- 
lumbia; assistant  district  attorney  for  New  York  County  in  New 
York  City;  visiting  assistant  professor  at  the  Criminal  Justice  Clin- 
ic at  Georgetown;  trial  attorney  with  the  Baltimore  District  Office 
of  the  U.S.  Equal  Opportunity  Commission;  deputy  director  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  Pretrial  Services  Agency;  and  she  now  cur- 
rently serves  as  the  deputy  director  of  the  Public  Defender  Service 
for  the  District  of  Columbia. 

Mr.  Chairman,  the  Superior  Court  of  the  District  of  Columbia 
will  be  fortunate,  indeed,  to  gain  a  judge  with  the  intelligence,  the 
character,  the  experience  of  Rhonda  Reid  Winston.  I  heartily  sup- 
port her  for  this  position,  and  I  predict  that  it  will  be  the  first  of

several  steps  up  the  judicial  ladder  for  this  highly  talented  young 
lawyer. 

Thank  you  very  much,  Mr.  Chairman,  for  this  opportunity  to 
present  this  very  capable  person  for  the  bench  of  the  District  of  Co- 
lumbia. 

Senator  Sasser.  Well,  thank  you,  Congressman,  for  appearing 
here  this  afternoon  and  giving  us  the  benefit  of  your  views.  I  must 
say  the  resume  of  this  nominee  is  most  impressive.  I  know  you 
have  got  a  busy  schedule,  so  we  will  excuse  you  now. 
Mr.  Spratt.  Thank  you  very  much. 
Senator  Sasser.  We  thank  you  for  your  attendance. 
Mr.  Spratt.  I  appreciate  that. 

Senator  Sasser.  I  might  say  that  the  distinguished  Senator  from 
South  Carohna,  Senator  Fritz  Rollings,  has  submitted  a  statement 
in  support  of  Ms.  Winston,  and  that  will  be  included  in  the  record 
at  the  appropriate  place. 

Senator  Sasser.  Now,  it  appears  to  me,  Ms.  Bush,  that  you  are 
the  only  one  here  without  someone  sort  of  taking  your  case.  So 
maybe  the  Chairman  will  just  take  it  upon  himself  to  take  up  your 
case  here.  But  I  want  to  say  that  Ms.  BartnofPs  credentials  are 
most  impressive,  and  a  resume,  a  biographical  sketch  or  biographi- 
cal statement  will  be  included  in  the  record.  It  simply  repeats  a 
number  of  the  things  that  were  said  earlier  by  Senator  Lieberman. 
The  biographical  statement  of  Ms.  Winston  will  also  be  included 
in  the  record,  and  it  repeats  some  of  the  things  said  by  Congress- 
man Spratt. 

With  regard  to  Ms.  Zoe  Bush,  she  is  originally  from  Little  Rock, 
Arkansas,  and  she  received  her  bachelor's  degree  from  Wellesley 
College  and  her  law  degree  from  Harvard  Law  School.  As  the  Chief 
Administrative  Judge  of  the  D.C.  Contract  Appeals  Court  for  the 
past  3  years,  she  has  presided  over  numerous  Government  contract 
cases  involving  local  procurement  process. 

Upon  graduating  from  Harvard,  Ms.  Bush  served  as  a  judicial 
clerk  for  both  the  Federal  Court  of  Claims  and  the  Court  of  Ap- 
peals for  the  Federal  Circuit.  Prior  to  assuming  her  present  posi- 
tion, the  nominee  practiced  for  over  a  decade  as  counsel  to  the 
Washington  Gas  Light  Company  and  the  Potomac  Electric  Power 
Company,  and  we  are  pleased  to  have  Ms.  Bush  here  this  after- 
noon. 

Now,  it  is  customary  at  nominations  hearings  before  the  Commit- 
tee on  Governmental  Affairs  to  summarize  for  the  record  the  con- 
firmation procedure  which  is  prescribed  by  Committee  rule  8, 
which  was  adopted  in  1978.  This  procedure  is  meant  to  assure  a 
thorough  investigation  of  the  nominee's  background,  qualifications, 
integrity,  and  suitability  to  serve  in  the  capacity  for  which  he  or 
she  has  been  nominated. 

First,  just  to  review,  the  nominees  have  given  detailed  informa- 
tion to  the  Committee  about  their  education,  their  appointments, 
and  their  professional  achievements.  You  have  heard  those  summa- 
rized here  today.  Each  of  the  nominees  furnished  completed  finan- 
cial statements,  and  this  information  was  reviewed  by  the  Commit- 
tee staff  and  has  been  available  for  public  inspection  at  the  Com- 
mittee offices. 


Next,  the  FBI  conducted  a  thorough  background  investigation  of 
each  nominee,  and  the  reports  of  these  investigations  are  reviewed 
by  the  Chairman  and  ranking  minority  member  of  the  full  Commit- 
tee. 

The  nominees  were  also  interviewed  by  members  of  the  Commit- 
tee staff  whose  summaries  to  the  Committee  are  kept  confidential. 

At  this  point,  I  want  to  extend  to  each  of  the  nominees  our  ap- 
preciation for  your  cooperation  through  all  phases  of  the  nomina- 
tion process. 

Now,  would  each  of  you  please  raise  your  right  hand?  Do  you  sol- 
emnly swear  that  the  testimony  you  are  about  to  give  in  this  hear- 
ing shall  be  the  truth,  the  whole  truth,  and  nothing  but  the  truth, 
so  help  you  God? 

Ms.  Bartnoff.  I  do. 

Ms.  Bush.  I  do. 

Ms.  Winston.  I  do. 

Senator  Sasser.  Now,  before  we  go  any  further,  I  would  like  to 
ask  each  of  the  nominees  if  they  have  any  family  or  guests  that 
they  would  like  to  introduce  here  today,  and  we  v^ll  start  with  you, 
Ms.  Bartnoff,  and  then  Ms.  Bush  and  then  Ms.  Winston. 

Ms.  Bartnoff.  Thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman.  It  is  a  great  privilege 
to  be  here,  and  it  is  particularly  a  privilege  because  here  with  me 
today  are  my  father,  Shepard  Bartnoff;  my  husband.  Gene  Sofer; 
my  son.  Nelson  Sofer;  and  my  mother-in-law,  Gertrude  Sofer;  as 
well  as  a  number  of  colleagues  and  friends. 

Senator  Sasser.  Well,  we  want  to  welcome  them  here  today  to 
these  proceedings,  and  we  are  delighted  to  have  them  here. 

Ms.  Bush. 

Ms.  Bush.  Thank  you  very  much.  My  sister  is  here,  Lynne  Bush, 
and  two  of  my  mentors,  the  Honorable  James  F.  Merow  from  the 
U.S.  Court  of  Federal  Claims,  and  Mabel  D.  Haden,  the  president 
of  the  National  Association  of  Black  Women  Attorneys,  and  also 
friends  from  Arkansas  and  from  Washington,  DC. 

Senator  Sasser.  Well,  we  want  to  welcome  all  of  them  here 
today.  I  know  they  are  proud  of  this  nominee.  That  is  one  of  the 
reasons  some  of  them  are  here  today. 

Ms.  Winston. 

Ms.  Winston.  Thank  you.  Senator  Sasser.  With  me  today  are  my 
daughter,  Meghan  Winston;  several  very  close  friends:  Norman 
Robinson,  James  Berry,  Michele  Roberts,  and  two  friends  and  col- 
leagues from  the  District  of  Columbia  Public  Defender  Service,  Ms. 
Deborah  Creek  and  Ms.  Velma  King. 

Senator  Sasser.  Thank  you  very  much,  and  we  want  to  welcome 
them  here  today  to  these  proceedings  also. 

Now,  there  are  standard  questions  which,  under  the  Committee 
rules,  we  must  ask  each  nominee  for  the  record.  Starting  with  you, 
Ms.  Bartnoff,  do  you  know  of  any  reason,  personal  or  otherwise, 
which  would  prevent  you  from  fully  and  honorably  discharging 
your  responsibilities  as  a  judge  on  the  court  to  which  you  have 
been  nominated? 
Ms.  Bartnoff.  No,  I  do  not. 

Senator  Sasser.  Now,  Ms.  Bush,  I  put  the  same  question  to  you, 
whether  you  know  of  any  reason  you  could  not  fully  and  honorably 
discharge  your  duties  as  a  member  of  the  court. 


Ms.  Bush.  No,  I  do  not. 

Senator  Sasser.  Ms.  Winston,  let  me  ask  the  same  question  of 
you  so  that  the  record  will  show  that  you — what  would  be  your  an- 
swer for  that  question? 

Ms.  Winston.  No,  sir,  I  do  not. 

Senator  Sasser.  Now,  Ms.  Bartnoff,  if  you  are  confirmed,  will 
you  be  prepared  to  serve  a  full  15-year  term  of  office  as  best  you 
can  presently  foresee? 

Ms.  Bartnoff.  Yes,  I  will. 

Senator  Sasser.  Many  people  envy  your  15-year  term,  Ms. 
Bartnoff  [Laughter.] 

What  would  you  answer  to  that  question,  Ms.  Bush? 

Ms.  Bush.  Yes,  I  do  intend  to. 

Senator  Sasser.  And  your  answer,  Ms.  Winston? 

Ms.  Winston.  Yes,  I  will. 

Senator  Sasser.  Thank  you. 

Now,  are  you  aware  of  anything  else,  Ms.  Bartnoff,  in  your  per- 
sonal or  professional  background  which  would  present  any  conflict 
of  interest  with  the  position  and  responsibilities  for  which  you  have 
been  nominated? 

Ms.  Bartnoff.  No. 

Senator  Sasser.  I  will  ask  the  same  question  of  you,  Ms.  Bush. 
Are  you  aware  of  any  conflict  of  interest  which  would  affect  your 
undertaking  the  duties  of  the  position  to  which  you  have  been  nom- 
inated? 

Ms.  Bush.  No. 

Senator  Sasser.  Same  question  to  you,  Ms.  Winston.  Are  you 
aware  of  any  conflict  of  interest  which  would  affect  your  undertak- 
ing the  duties  to  the  position  for  which  you  have  been  nominated? 

Ms.  Winston.  No. 

Senator  Sasser.  Now,  let  me  further  ask  a  question  for  each  of 
you  to  answer  in  turn.  Beginning  with  you,  Ms.  Bartnoff,  if  a  con- 
flict of  interest  should  present  itself,  though  it  not  be  foreseeable 
at  this  time,  how  would  you  think  it  best  to  resolve  such  a  conflict? 

Ms.  Bartnoff.  Mr.  Chairman,  let  me  answer  that  in  two  parts, 
because  I  think  there  is  an  issue  relating  to  my  current  law  firm, 
and  then  there  is  a  more  general  question. 

First  is  the  question  of  my  current  law  firm,  Patton,  Boggs  & 
Blow,  where  I  have  been  a  partner  for  the  last  over  6  years.  If  I 
am  confirmed,  when  I  am  sworn  in  I  will  terminate  my  relationship 
with  the  law  firm  in  all  respects.  Mr.  Chairman,  I  am  concerned 
not  only  about  conflicts  but  about  the  appearance  of  conflicts.  And 
for  that  reason,  it  is  my  intention  to  recuse  myself  from  any  case 
in  which  Patton,  Boggs  &  Blow  is  involved. 

In  addition  to  that,  if  a  situation  should  arise  where  there  is  a 
potential  conflict  or  the  appearance  of  a  potential  conflict,  it  would 
be  my  intention  to  disclose  that  to  the  parties  and  to  recuse  myself 
if  it  was  appropriate  to  do  so. 

Senator  Sasser.  Thank  you. 

Ms.  Bush,  how  would  you  deal  with  a  conflict? 

Ms.  Bush.  I  do  not  anticipate  that  there  would  be  a  conflict,  but 
the  protest  decisions  of  the  Board  of  Contract  Appeals  are  appealed 
to  the  Superior  Court.  And  the  protests  in  which  I  have  taken  part 
as  a  member  of  the  panel,  I  would  recuse  myself  from,  but  the  time 


will  have  run  by  the  time  I  would  get  an  assignment  to  the  Civil 
Division,  I  anticipate,  and  so  there  should  not  be  a  problem. 

Senator  Sasser.  All  right. 

Ms.  Winston,  how  would  you  handle  such  a  conflict? 

Ms.  Winston.  Senator,  I  am  currently  the  deputy  director  of  the 
Public  Defender  Service  for  the  District  of  Columbia.  If  I  were  sit- 
ting and  a  case  involving  a  client  whom  I  had  actually  represented 
or  whose  case  I  had  personally  supervised,  I  would  immediately 
recuse  myself.  If  there  were  other  cases  involving  Public  Defender 
Service  clients  that  came  before  me,  if  I  believed  that  there  were 
the  appearance  of  a  conflict  of  interest,  I  would  raise  that  matter 
with  the  parties  and  recuse  myself  if  they  thought  it  appropriate. 

Senator  Sasser.  Thank  you. 

Finally,  beginning  again  with  you,  Ms.  Bartnoff,  do  each  of  you 
agree  without  reservation  to  respond  to  any  reasonable  summons 
to  appear  and  testify  before  a  duly  constituted  committee  of  Con- 
gress if  you  are  confirmed?  Do  you  agree  to  that,  Ms.  Bartnoff? 

Ms.  Bartnoff.  Yes,  I  do. 

Senator  SASSER.  Ms.  Bush. 

Ms.  Bush.  Yes. 

Senator  Sasser.  Ms.  Winston. 

Ms.  Winston.  Yes. 

Senator  SASSER.  Now,  at  this  point,  the  Committee  would  be 
pleased  to  receive  any  further  statement  our  nominees  might  wish 
to  make  about  their  respective  backgrounds,  their  views,  their  gen- 
eral qualifications.  Do  not  feel  compelled  to  make  such  a  statement, 
but  we  would  be  pleased  to  hear  it  if  you  wish  to  make  one. 

Ms.  Bartnoff.

Ms.  Bartnoff.  Mr.  Chairman,  I  have  just  a  very  brief  statement.

Ms.  Bush.  Senator  Sasser,  I  want  to  thank  President  Clinton  for 
nominating  me  to  be  an  associate  judge  on  the  Superior  Court  of 
the  District  of  Columbia.  If  confirmed,  I  will  dedicate  myself  to 
serving  the  court  and  the  District.  Having  lived  here  for  nearly  15 
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years,  I  feel  that  it  is  my  home,  and  I  am  strongly  committed  to 
this  city. 

As  a  public  servant  and  a  judicial  appointee  of  Mayor  Kelly,  I  am 
aware  of  the  many  serious  challenges,  as  well  as  the  unmet  oppor- 
tunities, facing  the  District.  I  believe  that  the  Superior  Court  is  one 
of  the  finest  courts  in  this  country,  and  I  will  be  honored  to  serve 
as  a  judge  on  this  court  and  help  provide  legal  redress  and  justice 
to  the  citizens  of  the  District.

TESTIMONY  OF  RHONDA  REID  WINSTON,  OF  WASHINGTON, 
DC,  TO  BE  ASSOCIATE  JUDGE,  SUPERIOR  COURT  OF  THE 
DISTRICT  OF  COLUMBIA 

Ms.  Winston.  Yes,  Senator  Sasser,  I  would  like  to  thank  you  for 
chairing  this  hearing  today,  the  members  of  the  Committee,  and 
the  staff  members  who  have  assisted  us  during  the  process. 

I  am  honored  that  President  Clinton  has  nominated  me  to  be  an 
associate  judge  on  the  District  of  Columbia  Superior  Court.  I  can 
think  of  no  higher  form  of  service  nor  a  greater  privilege  than  to 
be  allowed  to  serve  the  citizens  of  the  District  as  one  of  their  trial 
court  judges. 

I  believe  that  along  with  the  privilege  of  serving  come  the  obliga- 
tions to  do  my  best  to  ascertain  the  law,  to  interpret  the  law  and 
apply  it  fairly,  and  to  treat  every  individual  who  appears  before  me 
with  decency  and  respect.  These  are  obligations  that  I  take  seri- 
ously and  I  assure  you  that  I  will  fulfill,  if  I  am  confirmed. 

The  Superior  Court  is  where  I  grew  up  professionally.  I  began 
practicing  there  just  after  law  school,  and  for  12  of  my  nearly  14 
years  as  a  lawyer,  I  have  either  practiced  there,  supervised  stu- 
dents who  were  practicing  there,  or  served  as  an  administrator  in 
an  agency  that  worked  closely  with  the  court.  Therefore,  I  have 
seen  the  work  that  Superior  Court  judges  do.  Their  task  is  not 
easy,  yet  their  integrity  and  their  commitment  to  excellence  is  al- 
most unparalleled  among  trial  court  judges  in  this  country.  They 
truly  set  the  standard  for  excellence. 

That  standard  is  one  that  the  citizens  of  the  District  have  come 
to  expect,  that  they  deserve,  and  that,  if  confirmed,  I  fully  intend 
to  carry  on. 

Senator  SASSER.  Thank  you  very  much,  Ms.  Winston,  and  I  am 
pleased  to  hear  you  make  the  point  that  judges  have  an  obligation 
to  treat  those  who  come  into  their  courtroom  with  decency  and  re- 
spect, both  lawyers  and  litigants,  and  plaintiffs  and  defendants  and 
witnesses. 

The  Committee  customarily  holds  the  record  open  on  these  nomi- 
nation hearings  for  10  days  or  until  the  close  of  business  on  Friday, 
July  8th.  If  any  member  of  the  Committee  has  additional  questions 
for  the  nominees,  I  would  encourage  that  Senator  to  submit  them 
in  writing  and  the  nominees  to  respond  in  writing  so  that  both 
questions  and  answers  can  be  made  a  part  of  the  record. 

We  have  a  vote  on  the  floor  of  the  Senate,  and  I  am  going  to  have 
to  depart.  But  I  want  to  thank  each  of  you — you,  Ms.  Bartnoff,  you, 
Ms.  Bush,  and  you,  Ms.  Winston — as  well  as  your  families  and 
guests  for  appearing  before  the  Committee  this  afternoon. 


If  I  may  be  permitted  a  personal  observation,  I  think  this  is  an 
outstanding  group  of  nominees,  and  I  think  the  courts  of  the  Dis- 
trict here  are  very  fortunate  to  have  nominees  of  this  caUber  sitting 
on  these  benches. 

We  will  move  this  nomination  out  of  the  Committee  as  soon  as 
the  time  elapses  for  filing  additional  questions  and  move  it  to  the 
floor  for  further  confirmation. 

There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  Committee, 
the  Committee  will  stand  in  recess  subject  to  the  call  of  the  Chair.

I  advocated  in- 
cluding certain  felony  offenses  in  the  category  of  offenses  for  which  alternative 
sentencing  was  an  option.

I  testified  concerning  a  pro- 
posed amendment  to  the  District  of  Columbia  bail  statute,  Bill  9-668,  and  a 
proposed  bill  to  create  the  offense  of  "Carjacking,"  Bill  9-666.  I  urged  the  Coun- 
cil not  to  create  a  separate  offense  of  "Carjacking."  With  respect  to  Bill  9-668, 
I  urged  the  Council  not  to  amend  the  statute  to  delete  a  provision  of  the  D.C. 
bail  statute  that  prohibits  the  setting  of  financial  conditions  which  "result  in  the 
pretrial  detention  of  defendants  in  criminal  cases."  See  23  D.C.  Code  Section 
1321(c)(3).  I  also  urged  the  Council  not  to  lower  the  standard  for  application  of 
a  rebuttable  presumption  of  dangerousness  from  "substantial  probaoility"  (see 
23  D.C.  Code  section  1322(c))  to  "probable  cause." 

In  1992,  I  was  panelist  at  a  forum  on  the  death  penalty  sponsored  by  an  Advi- 
sory Neighborhood  Commission  in  northeast  Washington,  D.C.  The  forum  was 
held  just  before  an  election  in  which  D.C.  residents  were  about  to  vote  on  an 
initiative  to  reenact  the  death  penalty  in  the  District  of  Columbia.  I  urged  mem- 
bers of  the  audience  to  vote  against  the  initiative.

After 
his  convictions  were  affirmed  on  appeal,  Mr.  Bryant  filed  a  motion  pursuant  to 
D.C.  Code  §23-110  to  have  his  convictions  overturned  based  on  ineffective  as- 
sistance of  counsel.  He  alleged  that  the  senior  defense  counsel,  the  Honorable 
A.  Franklin  Burgess,  who  was  then  a  staff  attorney  at  the  Public  Defender 
Service,  and  I  had  failed  to  present  at  trial  testimony  from  a  witness  who  could 
have  given  exculpatory  testimony  for  Mr.  Bryant. 

A  hearing  on  Mr.  Bryant's  motion  was  held  before  the  Honorable  Fred  B. 
Ugast.  Testimony  at  the  hearing  showed  that  the  defense  had  interviewed  the 
witness,  that  the  witness  had  changed  his  version  of  the  events  several  times, 
and  that  Mr.  Bryant  had  been  consulted  about  the  decision  not  to  present  the 
witness  at  trial.  Mr.  Bryant's  motion  was  denied.
